The Committee on Invalid Pensions, to whom was referred the bill (H. R. 13381) 
granting a pension to Sarah R. Kimball, submit the following report : 

Tin- subj- ct of this report was appointed an army nurse, by authority of Miss D. 
L. Dix, June, 1864, and served in the hospitals at Washington, D* C., and Fortress 
Monroe, Va., in all about 6 months. She was relieved from such duty on account of 
sickness, a result of her arduous and trying duties. The testimonials furnished by 
her show fully that she was a capable and faithful nurse, and did her duties well. 
She is now well advanced in years and has no one legally bound to her support, and 
properly comes within the precedents established by Congress. 

Your committee recommend the passage of the bill. 
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
